FINE FOR BUYING WARRANTS.

The Law Being Enforced By Reyenue Of-

ficials.
Considerable interest has grown out

of tho subject of tho license too being
chnrged brokers under tho now war rev-
enue law. It seems that inanv have
been purchasing city and county war-
rants in Salem for years past, and
when tho new revenue law wont into
effect failed to observe it. Thus they
luiiuntiuiv violated a law 01 inn ironnr.
al government for n short time and sev
eral sucit navo since taken out reouired
orokors' licenses while many have quit
uii.viiik entirely.

Now private parties buying county or
city warrants without a broker's license
are ltablo to nrrost and a flno under the
war tax revouuo law. A broker must
pay a license ot J.W a year, and tho law
construes "all" to Ih brokers who "ne-
gotiate purchases or sales for themselves
or others."

With this Information at hand all per-
sons should tako warning and protect
themselves in this matter.

It is reported that several detectives
or agentfl of the government are now in
tho towns of tho valley slotting per-
sons engaged In illicit purchases of this
kind.
